CONVENTION HALL, 
CHICAGO, June 18. 

One of the most successful oratorical 
efforts of the convention was the speech 
of Lieutenant-Governor Murphy of Penn- 
sylvania nominating Senator Knox for 
the presidency. He said in part: 

‘‘Pennsylvania, proud of her illustrious 
history and of her loyalty to Republic- 
anism, comes to present her claims to 
this, the greatest convention .of the 
greatest party ever organized to main- 
tain the rights of man.

Vice-Presiden* Is Conservative, 
But Progressive, Says 
Governor. 


NOT OVER IMPULSIVE 


Great for Balance, Not for His 
Indiscretions, Delegates 
Hear. 








CHICAGO, June 18.—There was & 
hint of contrast between Vice-Presi- 
dent Fairbanks and President Roose- 
velt in the speech in which Gov. Hanly 
of Indiana placed the name of Fair- 
banks before the convention for the 
presidential nomination. 

Fairbanks, declared his. eulogist, is 


great not for his indiscretions, but for 
his. judgment, poise and balance. His 
administration, Hanly undertook to 
romise, would not be a “government by 
mpulse.”” ‘His character,” said the 
speaker, ‘is as pure and white as a 
marble shaft; his Hfe, public and pri- 
vate, as clean as th ‘morning light.”’ 

Hanly recited national and party his- 
tory at length, reminded the conven- 
tion that no Republican president save 
Hay es had been elected without Indl- 
ana’s vote, and reminded Ohio that Fair- 
banks was a native Ohioan. “He was 
nourished at your bosom; can you for- 
get your own?’ asked the Governor, 
appealingly. 

He quoted from the speech in which 
Secretary Root four years ago notified 
Mr. Fairbanks of his nomination for 
the vice-presidency, emphasizing Root’s 
acviaration that Fairbanks was 
fitted for the presidency if he should 
be called to that office. 


Has His Convictions. 

The speaker plainly: was mindful of 
the charge, often heard, that Fairbanks 
follows public. sentiment, and is never 
a leader in new movements. Of this, 
toward the close of his speeeh, Hanly 


said: 

“He has convictions concerning the 
fundamental principles of right and 
wrong and the great public questions 
that vex our people, and he is. not 
afraid to stand for them in public and 
in private. 

“Had he lacked either principle or 
courage, he could not have acquired 
leadership in Indiana. Without them 
her people would never have honored 
or trusted him. 

“He publicly opposed the free coin- 
age of silver when many of the party 
leaders hesitated and were afraid to 
speak. Under his leadership, Indiana 
Republicans declared for the mainte- 
nance of the gold standard months be- 
fore the party spoke at St. Louis. 


A Tariff Reviser. 

“To him and to them defeat with 
honor was preferable to. victory at the 
cost of a debauched currency and a 
ruined national credit. These being 


morally wrong, could not be politically 
right. So he and they believed, and so 
they said. 

“With equal courage he has led his 
party in Indiana, months since, to de- 
clare for the prompt and effective re- 
vision of the tariff immediately after 
the November election, whatever the re- 
sult of that election shall be, to the end 
that the business interests’of the coun- 
try may not be long subjected to un- 
certainty, and that the principle of pro- 
tection to American industries shall be 
preserved.

Speaker Is Put in Nomination 
for Presidency by His 
Colleague. 





LONG SERVICE LAUDED 
Reasons Given Against Illinoi- 
san Qualify Him, Con- 
gressman Declares. 





CHICAGO, June _ 1i18.—Representative 
Henry Sherman Boutell of Lllinois today 
placed Speaker Joseph G. Cannon in 
nomination for the presidency. He said, 
in part: 

“In the name of half a century of Re- 
publican triumphs, Illinois bids you wel- 
come, to prepare ‘for still further 
triumphs. These are the scenes of the 
first conflicts and the earliest victories 
of our party. Fifty years ago men were 
listening for the words of the great de- 
bate that guided the destiny of the 
nation. In this city, eight and forty 
years ago, our predecessors, as minis- 
ters and stewards of the Republican 
faith, chose their first victorious leader. 
Then the hopes and yearnings of the 
people found expression in their call to 
him who had spoken as never man 
spake when he stirred the conscience of 
the nation, ‘Abraham Lincoln of Illinols. 

“Within these very walls, only four 
years since, we named our present 
matchless leader, Theodore Roosevelt. 
What glorious memories crowd upon us 
from across the years of mighty deeds 
wrought by the Republican party for 
freedom and humanity under out great 
chieftains from Lincoln and Grant to 
McKinley and Roosevelt! 


Offers an Illinoisan. 
‘Inspired by these memories and en- 


couraged by these reflections, we meet 
to gird ourselves for another combat, 
and choose another captain. Today Illi- 
nois once more offers to the party of 
Lincoln and Grant a leader under whom 
defeat will be impossible and victory 
will be complete and glorious all along 
the line. And nothing less than complete 
victory should be our aim in these de- 
liberations. 

“If we win the presidency and lose the 
House of Representatives, it will be a 
drawn battle. To lose the Senate would 
be a national calamity. 

“He is the greatest Government ex- 
pert on revenues and appropriations, 
currency and the national debt. For a 
generation he has been intimate with 
the ablest men in both parties, and he 
has that rare wisdom that comes from 
long experience in public life, innumer- 
able conflicts that left no trace of bit- 
terness, and constant contact with the 
great minds of his age. We have had 
many illustrious speakers, Clay, Blaine, 
Carlisle, Reed, any one of whom would 
have adorned the presidential office, but 
in practical wisdom, knowledge of the 
needs of the Government and influence 
with his associates, no one of them 
equaled Speaker Cannon, Illinois’ can- 
didate for the presidency. 

Tells of the Abuse. 

‘The reasons given by his opponents 
why Speaker Cannon should not be 
President are the very reasons which 
commend him for the office.

His personality 
is made up of those manly traits that 
attract the admiration of his fellow 
men. He has met in the lists the bravest 
champions of his day. Sometimes he 
has been the victor; often the van- 
quished; but always he has been cheer- 
ful and stout hearted, remembering the 
past and its defeats without resentment 
and facing the future ever with wun- 
dimmed hope and courage undismayed.

Chicago convention. Shortly before 10 
o’clock this morning the Secretary 
reached his private office in the War 
Department and plunged into the busi- 
ness of the day. Secretary Carpenter | 
presented him several routine sastiogk | 
concerning the War Department. In 
the course of the disposition of these 
Secretary Taft was requested by a pho- 
tographer to pose for a picture. 

“All right,’’ he responded, genially. 
“I’m posing now.” 

After the instrument was partially ad- 
justed the photographer asked the Sec- 
retary to sit at the telephone. 

“I do not sit at the telephone,’’ re- 
plied the Secretary, Jaughing.. ‘‘Tele- 
phone messages are taken by somebody 
else. 8 

Photographed at Desk. 

The photograph was taken while the 
Secretary was sitting at his desk trans- 
acting the Government’s business. 


Taft found a bundle of telegrams from 
Chicago, and from various other parts 
of the country, nearly all of them re- 
lating to some phase of the convention 
proceedings. 

He received with particular gratifica- 
tion the information that the Committee 
on Resolutions had agreed upon the 
platform, substantially in the form he 
desired it to take. . 

Overnight exchanges of telegrams be- 
tween the President and Secretary Taft 
and their leaders in Chicago indicated 
that a few slight changes“ had been 
agreed upon at the meeting of the Res- 
olutions Committee. These changes were 
not unsatisfactory to either the Presi- 
dent or to the Secretary. 

Platform -Fight Over. 

In .the early morning exchanges, the 
indications were that no contest over 
any of the planks of the platform was 
to be experienced on the floor of the con- 
vention from members of the Resolu- 
tions Committee. It is not regarded here 
as likely that a serious contest over the 
platform will develop. 

Already the matter of the national 
chairmanship has been taken up with 
Secretary Taft, and he is being bom- 
barded with telegrams in support of 
various men. It can be said that no 
determination yet has been reached re- 
specting the chairmanship of the com- 
mittee, and none will be réached until 
after the convention shall have ad- 
journed. 

After disposing of such business as 
was on his desk when he reached the 
War Department, and receiving two or 
three visitors, Secretary Taft went to 
the Executive Offices for a conference 
with President Roosevelt. They were 
joined a few minutes-later by Secretary 
Root, and the three discussed the situa- 
tion as it was reported to them from 
Chicago.

CHICAGO, June 18.—Victory for the 
Taft forces on the Resolutions Commit- 
tee of the Republican National Cgnven- 
tion came with the dawn today. An 
injunction plank satisfactory to the pros- 
pective candidate Is embodied in, the 
- platform. 

This result was attained through the 
- gollapse of the opposition. Two hours 
before this the opponents of the injunc- 

n provision were rejecting offers of 

promise, and asserting with positive- 
ness their ability to eliminate any in- 
junction plank. | 

A telegram from President Roosevelt 
arrived, as well as a letter and a tele- 
gram from Secretary Taft, each urging 
action. An ultimatum, in substance if 
fot in words, had been delivered short- 
ly before to the “‘allies,’’ which was in- 
terpreted as spelling the renomination 
~ of Roosevelt should the convention re- 
fuse a platform upon which the Secre- 
tary of War could make the race with 
eonfidence. Then followed protracted 
‘@iscussion, and the final adoption of 
the contested plank by a vote of 3 
to 16. 

There were a number of minor con- 
tentions in the committee, but the 
Roosevelt-Taft idea prevailed,’ and, 
while Chomas M. McCarter of New Jer- 
sey insisted on his right to take the 
question ef injunction to the convention 
floor, the prediction was made that no 
murmur of the preliminary fight would 
be heard in the convention. 

Opposition Dissolved. 

Beginning with the adjournment of 
the convention Tuesday, the work of the 
Resolutions Committee was practically 
continuous until 4:20 this morning, when 
the finished platform was produced. . It 
was not until 10 o’clock last night that 
the seales began to tip in favor of the 
administration forces, but after the dis- 
‘golution of the opposition began it was 
rapid. and soon complete, leaving noth- 
ing to mark its existence but a few un- 
recorded speeches and a slim minority 
of votes. ; 

The court procedure plank, as 
acopted by the Committee on Resolu- 
tions, is as follows: 


“The Republican party will 
uphold at all times the au- 
thority and integrity of the 

- courts, State and Federal, and 
will ever insist that their 
powers to enforce their pro. 
‘cemun and to protect life, 
liberty and property shall be 
preserved inviolate.

Debate in Lond Tones.

He asked those in favor of the plank 
: to. show a single instance where the 
_ power of injunction had been abused by 
any court, and emphasized his remarks

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TARIFF: “The Republican party

_ Extension of Foreign Com- 
merce — The party is congratu- 
lated on the “remarkable growth’’ 
of our foreign trade, especial ref- 
erence being made to Secretary 
Root’s journey to the Latin Amer- 
ican countries. 


and Panama — Hope is expressed 
that the “Cuban people will soon 
again be ready to ac:=me complete 
sovereignty over their land.” — 

The platform declares that: Et 

“The native inhabitants of Porto — 
Rico should be at once collectively 
made citizens of the United States, 
and all others properly qualified un- 
der existing laws residing in said 
island. should have the privilege of 
,becoming naturalized.” 

No recommendation is made in re- 
gard to the future of the Philippines. 
The platform declares that “educa- 
tion and practical experience are 
there advancing the capacity of the 
people for government, and the pol- 
icies of McKinley and Roosevelt are 
leading the: inhabitants, step by 
step, te ever increasing measure of 





home rule.” 

In regard to the Panama Canal, the 
platform declares that “events have 
shown the wisdom of securing au- 
thority over the zone through which 
it is to be built. The work is now 
progressing with a rapidity far be- 
yond expectation, and already the 
realization of the hopes of centuries 
has come within the vision of the 
near future.”’ 


Two New States Favored. 
New Mexico and Arizona — De- 
clares for the immediate admission 
of these territories as separate states. 


‘Lineola Centenary — Rec om- 
mends that it be celebrated through- 
out the country, “especially by the 
public schools.” 


The rest of the platform is de- 
voted toa statement as to how the 
two great parties have stood in the 
past on the currency, tariff and other 
important questions, declaring that 
the tendency of the Democratic 
party is toward socialism, ‘‘while the 
Republican party stands for a wise 
and regulated individualism.”’

as a rule, in strict conformance with the 
laws as they appear on the statute 
books, the plank proposed by the Com- 
mittee would serve to make the general 
practice a universal practice through- 
out the country. 

Cites Taft’s Attitude. 
Representative Sereno E. Payne of 
New York, chairman of the Committee 
on Ways and Means of the House of 
Representatives, came out strongly in 
favor of the proposed plank. Payne 
said the party was about to nominate 
a man who believed in such a measure, 
and that he had declared himself in 
his speeches of the last two years, and 
especially in his recent one in Cooper 
Union, New York City, as strongly in 
favor of such action by Congress. 
Payne dwelt at considerable length 
on the attitude of Taft, and said that 
while he himself had been pledged to 
vote for Gev. Hughes for the presiden- 
tial nomination, he had no doubt that 
the Ohio candidate would be the choice 
of the convention. He believed the 
adoption of this plank in the Republi- 
can platform would insure Taft's elec- 
tion. 

Frank B. Kellogg of Minnesota fol- 
lowed with an equally spirited and 
vehement speech in support of the plank. 
Wade H. Ellis of Ohie surprised his 


hearers by quoting a telegram from 

President Roosevelt and a letter and 

a telegram from Secretary Taft. 
President for Plank. 

The President, in his telegram, first 
called attention te a telegram sent the 
previous day in support of the injunc- 
tion plank. 

‘I hope very much,” the telegram con- 
tinued, “that it will be adopted.”’ 

The President said he stood for the 
“square deal’ and was not in accord with 
the extremist views of either the man- 
ufacturers’ association on the one hand 
or the labor unions on the other. 

Secretary Taft’s communication re- 
viewed the fact that his position on this 
question was publicly announced two 
years ago, before he became a candi- 
date. He favored a plank which would 
make impossible the radical use of the 
injunction, but would continue its con- 
servative benefits. 


All Hands Tired Out. 

Fhe plank was supported also by D. 
Lawrence Groner of Virginia, H. L. 
Remmell of Arkansas and H. C. Bur- 
son of New Mexico. 

McCarter of New Jersey, Drake of 
Colorado, O’Neall of Idaho and Fletcher 
of Vermont spoke in opposition to the 
plank, but shortly before 2 o’clck it 
became evident that the patience of 4ll 
hands was becoming exhausted, and 








when the proposition to bring the matter 
to a vote was made, it received unani- 
mous support. Everybody was tired out. 

The method of taking the vote occa- 
sioned a brief discussion, some of the 
members of the committee desiring a 
simple division, without record of in- 
dividual votes. 

This was met by cries of ‘“‘No, no,” 
‘Roll call, Roll call,” and one commit- 
teeman said: 


Hoped for Secrecy. 


“There is no harm in going on record 
on this question, for the vote will never 
be made public.”’ 

All seemed to take this comfortable as- 
surance for granted, and the roll call 
by States was begun. 

The actual test vote was taken on 
a motion of Mr. McCarter to eliminate 
the references to the courts from the 
text of the plank. 

Owing to the confusion of excited con- 
versation, shuffling of chairs and weary 
committeemen stretching into comfort- 
able attitudes after long confinement, 
the first vote, that of J. E. Montgomery 
of Alabama, was not heard. 

The chairman, Senator Hopkins ef Illi- 
nois, rapped loudly for order, but still 
there was continued confusion, especial- 
ly because some were in doubt as to the 
precise question upon which the com- 


mittee was to vote. 

Chairman Hopkins explained the situa- 
tion, and the clerk again began the 
rolicall. 


Montgomery of Alabama voted ‘‘No’”’ 
on McCarter’s amendment. He was fol- 
lowed by H. M. Remmell of Arkansas, 
also in the negative; but Henry A. 
Melvin of California and William A. 
Drake of Colorado voted “Yes.” Then 
came Connecticut, Delaware, Florida 
and Georgia in the negative, and from 
that time on the opponents to the 
amendment gained steadily until at the 
end the vote stood % te 16. 

This rolicall settled the question of 
the injunction plank in the platform, 
aud without further discussiqn, the re- 
port of the subcommittee was adopted.

Excise Commissioner Thomas E. Mul- 
vihill has begun @ campaign to diminish 
the number of saloons in what he terms 
the “poor” districts of St. Louis. 


He declared to a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter Thursday that he has mapped 
out his plan of attack by which he 
hopes to eliminate from 200 to 200 
saloons in these districts before he goes 
out of office. 
The ‘poor’ districts Mr. Mulvihil! 
says, include the territory between 
Lucas and Cass avenues and between 
Market street and Chouteau avenue. 
from the Levee, to Jefferson avenue. 
Applications to Be Held Up. 
Mulvihill said henceforth, when a sa- 
loonkeeper in these districts applies for 
a renewal of license, the application 
will be held up until an investigation 
of the kind of place he has conducted 
in the past is made. If there has been 
the slightest infraction ef the dramshop 
regulations the chance for the saloon- 
keeper staying in business will be small. 
He will also endeavor to eliminate 
more than one saloon on a corner. He 
said that in many lecalities in these dis- 
tricts there are saloons on every corner.

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In explanation of his news crusade, the 
Excise Commissioner said: 

“Saloonkeepers in those districts are 
the most frequent violators of law. The 
poor class of trade they have does not 
make the conducting of a saloon alone 
profitable. So, besides serving minors, 
the proprietors, as a rule, permit all 
forms of gambling and conduct dives 
and secret winerooms in connection with 
their establishments. : 

“Therefore, any saloonkeeper in these 
districts who cannot make a living, 
without complying strictly with 
dramshop law will have to get out of 
business.

Council and House are agreed upon a c’.tisfactory 
bill creating a public utility commission. The 
bill approved by the Joint Committee seems to 
cover all necessary points. The plan reported to 
the Council and House offers opportunity to se- 





lect an excellent commission, with all the powers} 


and resources required to do the work. No bet- 
ter gift can be bestowed upon the people of St. 
Louis than a commission ‘composed of honest, 
capable men, equipped for thorough work. It will 
‘mark the beginning of the end of oppression in 
this city by public utility monopolies. Past delay 
and wrangling will be fcrgotten if the Municipal 
Assembly promptly completes the work of putting 
the “enabling act” into effect, 
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THE VICTIMS OF J UGGERNAUT.

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THE PRICE OF ADVERTISING. 

Under a temporary contract the city is now pay- 
ing the enormous price of 5.75 cents per line to 
the publishers of the Abend Anzeiger and West- 
liche Post for printing Municipal Assembly and 
Board of Public Improvements proceedings and 
such other advertising as the charter requires to 
be printed in German newspapers. On June 22 
the City Register will award. this printing (sub- 
ject to the Council’s approval) for the term end- 
ing June 15, 1909. 

The temporary arrangement was made neces- 
sary by the rejection of the excessive bids sub- 
mitted by the publishers of the three St. Louis 
German daily newspapers. The lowest of the re- 
jected bids was filed in the name of the Abend 
Anzeiger and was 7 cents per line or 1.25 cents 
higher than that paper will receive under the 
‘temporary contract. 

Advertising rates are not fixed arbitrarily. The 
sum to which a publisher Of) & newspaper is en- 
titled has been scientifically determined by large 
users ‘of advertising. space, and the city officials 
are entitled .to. their. advice in reviewing the Bids 
to be opened..on June 22. 

. 4 experienced persons are called upon to utes 
expert ‘testtiiony they will ‘testify that it has 
been ascertained that no purchaser of large quan- 
tities’ of néwspaper space is justified by his. re- 
turns in paying a “higher rate than three-twen- 
‘tleths of one per cent per line per 1000 circulation. 
This is the maximum. 

“The city is the largest advertiser using the 


German newspapers in St. Louis. Its. advertise- 
ments are set on machines and -cost. the pub- 


lisher less to set than the hand type, display ad- 
vertisements’ 6f the next largest patrons. The 
city. .is,. therefore, entitled . the minimum rate 
on its business. aa 

Advertising agencies ‘which place’ millions of 
lines of advertising , annually: ‘have established a 
standard ‘rate ‘of one-tenth of:a cent per line per 
1000 circulation. It*is upon this. basis; that rates an 
to contractors for large quantities of. space are 
fixed by the Post-Dispatch, ‘the Globe-Democrat 
and the Republic. 

No publication has been made of the circula-| 
tions of either the Abend Anzeiger or the West- 
liche Post. It is not believed by persons experi- 
enced in circulation that combined they circulate 
16,000 copies daily. If the Council should inter- 
pret the charter provision that the contractor 
must have at least 3000 daily circulation to mean 
3000 copies daily are PAID for by their recipi- 
ents, it is believed that the Abend Anzeiger would 
be debarred from the bidding. 

The dignity which envelopes the secretary and 
general manager of the company publishing the 
Abend Anzeiger and Westliche Post defeated the 
Council when, considering the former bids, it 
would have inquired into.the actual ‘circulation of 
those papers. All the information obtainable on 
that point. was in an. affidavit of the publish- 
ers that the circulations of the Abend Anzeiger 
and Westliche Post exceed 3000 copies daily. If 
this be taken to mean 4000 daily circulation, ad- 
vertising experts will inform, the:Council.the high- 
‘est rate that should be paid for advertising space 
in the Abend Anszeiger is*twelve-twentieths of a 
cent per-Jine. The rejected bid was, therefore, 
nearly eleven times the highest rate obtainable by 
the Abend Anzeiger from commercial advertisers 
contracting for less space than the city will con- 
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transletion. The is that German newspa-’ 
pers do not employ 
pose; that nearly all the proceedings of the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly and Board of Public Improve- 
ments goes to the typesetters in English and that 
the typesetters turn the English copy into Ger- 
man type without extra compensation. Small ef- 
fort is put forth by the compositors or by the 
clerks who translate ordinances in finding German 
equivalents for the English words; they spell En- 
glish words in German letters for the most part. 
Any interested person can realize the truth of this 


if—although he may have small knowledge of Ger- | 


man—he will:look over the Council or House pro- 
ceedings in the Abend Anzeiger. 

But if it be‘claimed that a charge for this sort 
of translation ‘is just, it cannot be maintained 
that the cost ‘ts’ greater than one-fifth of a cent 
per line. | 

Add that to the maximum rate advertising agen- 

cies would pay on the Abend Anzeiger’s presumed 
circulation and we have a gross rate of sixteen- 
twentieths of a cent per line or four-fifths of a 
cent. apes :

NEW YORK, June 18.—New Testament 
accounts of the rising of Christ from,the 
dead are explained on the supposition 
that an apparition appeared to His dis- 
ciples in a new book entitled ‘‘Psychical 
Research and the MResurrection,’’ by 
Prof. J. S. Hyslop, late of Columbia 
University. 

Prof. Hyslop has been devoting sev- 
eral years to the study of the immor- 
tality of the soul and kindred topics 
as director of the American Society 
for Psychical Research. 

He will not admit that there was a 
resurrection of the physical body of the 
Prophet of Nazareth. 

“But while,’’ he continues, “‘we cannot 
accept the proverbial story of the resuw 
rection from -the point of view of sci- 
ence, there may be a view of it which 
will bear scrutiny and which would have 
all the meaning which tradition and 
history have attached to it.’’ 

“We have only,’ continues the author, 
‘to suppose that an apparition of Christ 
appeared to his disciples aficr his death 
and we should have all the conditions 
which would supply a reply to the claim 
of spiritualism. The appearancé ef such 
a personality would have an unusual 
influence upon more than any average 
person, and it would suggest a tri- 
umphant answer to skepticism, as we 
know that the story actually took that 
character. 

Positive There Are Apparitions. 

“T am not asserting that there was an 
actual apparition of Christ at that 
time. I am only saying that in the 
skeptical situation about the resurrec- 
tlon of the physical body we can most 
easily explain the consensus of testi- 
mony in the matter by supposing that 
the apparition occurred, whatever source 
we give te the apparition. 

“One thing the Society for Psychical 
Research has proved beyond cavil Is 
thg fact that apparitions do eccur. We 
need not care what explanation offers 
itself. They are facts of human ex- 
perience, whether products of a disor- 
dered brain or of external agencies of 
a human type surviving death.’’ 

Prof. Hyslop devotes several pages to 
analyzing the reports ef 350 apparitions, 
52 of which were held by the British Se- 
ciety of Psychical Research to have 
been actually seen. 

Takes a Rap at the Materialists. 

The author is apparently deepiy hurt 
over the fact that he has not always 
succeeded in getting as much financial 
backing for his investigations as he 
desires. He speaks with especial] bit- 
terness of a prominent clergyman who, 
although in contact with wealthy men 
and wealthy himself, failed to re- 
spond. 

“His interest,’’ says the Professor sad- 
ly, “in spiritual matters was manifested 
In the organization of medel saloons.”’ 

As evidence of the lack of apprecia- 
tion of the spiritual the author calls 
attention to the fact that in the ninth 
edition of one of the encyclopedias there 
is no article on the “seul,” although 
there are 7 pages on ‘‘dogs,’” 7 on “‘horse 
racing,” 23 in all on ‘“‘beer, whisky, wine 
and gin,’’ 12 on~‘‘angling’’ and 21 on 
“apes.”’

While Herman Knackstedt is detained 
by the Sheriff at Edwardsville, to keep 
him from interfering, farmers of Name- 
oki Township are working to strengthen 


the Morefield farm levee, near Granite 

City, and keep back the waters from 
Horseshoe Lake. 

Knackstedt is the tenant on the More- 
field farm. When the neighbors arrived 
Wednesday with teams and loads Gf 
sand, to raise the levee 2 feet, for a 
distance of 1400 feet, in the hope of pro- 
tecting their crops, they found Knack- 
stedt patrolling the top of the levee. 
To their amazement he warned them 
away and told them that if they touched 
the levee they would have to kill him 
or be killed. 

The farmers, among whom were Hen- 
ry Rath, August Fresen and Henry 
Robinson, withdrew to avoid trouble, 
and went to Edwardsville. They ob- 
tained an injunction, restraining Knack- 
stedt from interfering with them, but 
when the papers were served by Depu- 
ty Sheriff Frank Smith, Knackstedt ex- 
pressed his disregard for it and an- 
nounced that he would continue to hold 
tne levee against all comers. 

Smith went back to Edwardsville. A 
citation against Knackstedt for con- 
tempt of court was issued and served 
on him by Deputy Hogan of Venice, 
Knackstedt was taken ta. Edwardsville. 

Knackstedt declines to explain his ac- 
tion, further than to say that he will 
not allow anybody to trespass on the 
farm.
